FREE SPEECH 

At the annual U.F.A. convention, a resolution was 
passed emphasizing the right of free speech for everyone, 
including civil servants except when on duty. It was ar¬ 
gued that government employees were not expected to 
sell their souls, but merely their services. The resolution 
was also made applicable to the teaching profession. It 
affirmed “that the maintenance of the right of all citi¬ 
zens engaged in the teaching profession, including uni¬ 
versity professors, to exercise their citiznship freely in 
the political and other fields, is a matter of vital concern 
to any democratic community. 

It has been a long-established belief in the country that 
civil servants in particular, and other employees in more 
or less public office, sold themselves up river, as regards 
any active participation in political affairs. Civil ser¬ 
vants must keep their political beliefs—if any—masked. 
Teachers and clergymen have also been expected to re¬ 
main colorless and tight-mouthed while the political 
tempests sweep around them. They are supposed, to be 
sure, to keep abreast with the times, but not to let any¬ 
body suspect it. Or at least not to let anyone know by 
slip of tongue how their sympathies run. This has a ten¬ 
dency to develop an abstract attitude, to matters-that are 
of the greatest importance in the -social world. It has al¬ 
so a tendency to develop an indifference on the part of an 
educated, trained element of society. 

The public adopts a somewhat contradictory attitude on 
the matter of free speech for teachers. It turns over the 
young people trustingly to these teachers, who are sup¬ 
posed to train the youth, in clear habits of thinking, in 
a knowledge of civics, in an alertness to current national 
developments. In short, parents entrust the teachers 
with the full preparation for intelligent citizenship. Yet 
if the teachers open up any new line of thought, or 
swerve from accepted tradition, they are frowned upon. 
And certainly every discouragement is given to any par¬ 
ticipation in political struggles. 

Citizens say “Let them stick to their teaching and not 
mix with what doesn’t concern them!” Yet surely a 
teacher is not a less useful citizen because he has political 
convictions and is fearless in expressing them. 

It is often said these days that society looks to youth 
to solve the problems now affecting the world. This 
youth is being prepared for the assumption of this tre¬ 
mendous burden by our teachers of the present moment. 
If the teachers are mentally capable of preparing the 
young people for such work, surely they must be inform¬ 
ed on the woes of the world, and they should be permit¬ 
ted sopae freedom in suggesting solutions. 

There need be no fear that the average instructor—no 
matter how advanced—will work any great harm on 
youth. The outstanding virtues which most young people 
admire ard fairness, justice and lack of sham. They are 
keen in detecting false standards and insincerity, and 
“propaganda” leaves little lasting impression. 

The political world of Canada and of the provinces, 
could not be harmed and would probably be greatly 
stimulated if the trained minds of the teachers, were put 
into more public circulation. If they are capable of guid¬ 
ing our youth in whom all our hopes afe laid, why should 
they not be capable of contributing a few thoughts to the 
general public? 

IS THERE A CANADA? 

In a speech delivered recently before a provincial aud¬ 
ience, the speaker urged that every effort be used by citi¬ 
zens to counteract the influence of agitators and all who 
oppose existing order. His words were timely and the ap¬ 
peal well expressed. He spoke of those enemies to socie¬ 
ty who would tear down the British flag, and pointed out 
that men of British stock have always met difficulties in 
a fitting manner. 

The press report, may not have covered the speech very 
fully, but one was struck with. the fact that there was no 
mention made of Canada, the land-in which the agitators 
and good citizens are actually living. The appeal as re¬ 
corded would have had equal application in England, in 
Australia, or in any of several British colonies or domin¬ 
ions. There was necessarily no mention of up holding a 
Canadian flag, because Canada has no national flag to up¬ 
hold. But why not have placed the emphasis on men of 
“Canadian” stock, since the majority of people living in 
Canada are definitely Canadian stock, with more or less 
remote British background. 


It ia perhaps unintentional, but none the less, notice¬ 
able, that many speechmakers revert to British traditions 
in any call for loyalty or order. To be sure British tra¬ 
ditions have existed for longer time, but in the compara¬ 
tively short period at their disposal, our Canadian fore¬ 
fathers have done their best to establish traditions and 
set standards. Why are the very real developments of 
the past century or more, which are visible all about us, 
pointedly ignored? In what respect have our past Cana¬ 
dians failed, that it is necessary to shut ones eyes to 
their achievements and aspirations? Why overlook all 
evidence of their character and handiwork in favor of the 
far-off British ancestry? 

It is said that the only country in which Canada is not 
regarded as a nation is in Canada itself. How much of 
this lack of national consciousness and solidarity is due 
to the lack of a Canadian flag? How much is due to our 
failure to emphasize sufficiently the courage, accomplish¬ 
ment and traditions of our grandfathers, our great grand¬ 
fathers ? »- 

The foreign-bom immigrant who comes to Canada, 
finds freedom and justice. He finds many advantages 
which tend to wean him from his native land, and incline 
him to a love for the great rich land of his adoption. He 
sees evidence of Canadian law and order, of Canadian 
citizenship. Canada to him is something concrete and 
real. Is it not sufficient for the moment that he becomes 
a good Canadian, an allegiance which he can understand, 
without’ confusing him too deeply in British traditions. 

To the Canadian bom also, British ideals are some¬ 
thing learned through the pages of history. But a call to 
Canadian ideals, inspires at once a picture of our im¬ 
mediate ancestors, loyal, honest, courageous, industrious 
and aspiring—a vivid and stimulating picture, and a 
standard which cannot be bettered. 

With all honor and reverence to the admirable qualities 
implied in “British tradition,” would it not be advisable 
to lay more emphasis # on the equally admirable, though 
more youthful Canadian tradition. 

All that Canadians have of character, or of individual¬ 
ity, they inherit directly from those staunch souls who 
developed, and were themselves developed in the pioneer 
conditions which confronted them In this country. Their 
proudest boast was that they were Canadians. How old 
must Canada be before she is ready to stand or fall on 
the merits of her own history and traditions? How long 
before she develops a national solidarity? -> 

CALGARY ELECTION 

Outlying districts derived great entertainment from 
the Calgary bye-election campaign. Radip listeners fol¬ 
lowed the charges and counter charges from night to 
night. It was a unique experience for country people to 
cover such a field of opposing speakers in one evening. It 
seemed that the entire adult population of Calgary was 
up on a platform making speeches on behalf of one can¬ 
didate or another, and good speeches they were, almost 
without exception. Canada is learning to express itself. 

The real contest narrowed to Mr..Hindsley and Miss 
| Turner, both of whom are apparently held in high regard 
by their fellow citizens. Mr. Hindsley’s victory was 
clear and indisputable. It seems to be general opinion 
that he will make a fine representative for the city. He 
has chosen to serve as an Independent, thereby releasing 
himself from party ties. It is also understood, that in 
serving the city as a member of the legislature, he is 
sacrificing something in income. This is an evidence of 
unselfish desire to give service. It is to be hoped that the 
government will see fit to make use of his reputed 1 ability 
in financial fields, and will not permit prejudices of party 
to minimize any service which he may be able to render. 

Whether or not Miss Turner strengthened her cause by 
association with the C.C.F. is a disputed point. The de¬ 
liberate injection of what, after all, is largely concerned 
with federal politics, was possibly a mistake. On the 
other hand, it was a temptation for the new party to 
test its strength. That it already has a large army of 
followers, the vote proved. That it has active opposition 
was also made clear. 

Even those who incline toward the ideals presented by 
the C.C.F., are not altogether sure that a victory at this 
time would have been in the best interests of the federa¬ 
tion or of Canada. It is very new to most people, even as 
an ideal A definite step-by-step program from here to 
there, has so far not been presented in such form as to 
be understandable to many people. A victory at this 
time might bring into the fold many inflammable follow., 
ers and carry the movement to a prominence for which it 
is not ready. 

There are many Canadians who see. more virtue in ex¬ 
perimenting than in attempting to stand still. These 
electors are ready to view with open mind any well for¬ 
mulated remedy for bettering present conditions. They 
are watching with undeniable interest the developmnt of 
the C. C. Federation. If it develops a program, concrete 
and understandable, it will gather adherents* amongst 
solid and intelligent citizens. If it fails in this develop¬ 
ment, it will not merit such allegiance, and the general 
public will content itself, with a patching up of existing 
laws and hoping for the best.
